THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE — ROCKINGHAM, SS. 

To the Inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head District, a village 
district in the Town of North Hampton, organized under pro- 
visions of Chapter 196, Session Laws of 1905, qualified to vote 
in District affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the garage of 
Robert A. Southworth, at 19 Atlantic Avenue in said 
District on the first Tuesday of September next (the 
7th day of the month) at eight o’clock in the even- 
ing (8:00 p.m.) for the following purposes: 


1. To elect a moderator, a clerk, three commis- 
sioners, a treasurer, and an auditor for the en- 
suing year. 


2. To hear the reports of the clerk, treasurer, and 
other officers of said District, and to take such ac- 
tion as may be desired in regard to same. 


3. To take such action as you may desire in re- 
gard to allowing the same discount on District taxes 
as is allowed by the Town of North Hampton on 
town taxes. 


4. To take such action as you may wish in regard 
to giving the treasurer of the District authority to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


5. To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
commissioners to sell the present wooden lifeboat, 
either with or without its oars, for the best price 
obtainable. 


6. To see if the District will vote to purchase eith- 
er an aluminum or a fiberglass life-boat, and to ap- 
propriate a sum not to exceed $350.00 plus the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of the old life-boat, for this 
purpose. 


7. To see if the District will vote to accept in 
whole or in part the budget as submitted by the 
Municipal Budget Committee. 


8. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be needed for the purposes included in the 
budget, including (under the caption of “Miscel- 
laneous” if not otherwise therein referred to) the 
extinguishment of fires, the lighting or sprinkling of 
streets, the planting and care for shade and orna- 
mental trees, the supply of water for domestic and 
fire purposes, the construction and maintenance of 
sidewalks and main drains or common sewers, the 
construction, maintainence, and care of parks or 
commons, the maintenance of activities for recrea- 
tional promotion, the control of pollen, insects and 
pests, the appointing and employing of watchmen 
and police officers, the enacting and enforcing of 
zoning regulations, and all other District expenses 
for the ensuing year. 


9. To transact such other business as may legally 
come before said meeting. Bi |

Commissioners’ Report 


1964-1965 


I. SEWAGE AND WATER POLLUTION: On 
August 25, 1965, the New Hampshire Water Pollution 
Commission held a public hearing on surface water 
classification, in the Rye Town Hall (attended by 
the Commissioners of our District) at which hearing 
the problem of sewage and water pollution in our 
community was brought sharply into focus. This 
matter is of vital concern to us all. 


The authority to administer “main drains and 
common sewers” is contained in our Act of Incorp- 
oration of 1905. We have always been particularly 
interested in the problem of water pollution. To that 
end, in 1950 we asked for a survey of our water by 
the State Sanitary Engineer. This was largely fav- 
orable and was printed in full in our report of Aug: 
ust 31, 1950. 


However, the State Water Pollution Commission 
has more recently, in July of 1965, published a re- 
port on the ‘Coastal Watershed” (Staff Report No. 
51), several sections of which are critical of our 
area. This report contains a preliminary classifica- 
tion of surface waters, and two of the findings (on 
page 33) are set forth below: 


“5. The lower portion of Little River in the Town 
of North Hampton is of C quality due to the dis- 
charge of inadequately treated sewage from 3 sour-

8. “Portions of the Atlantic Ocean close to shore 
in the Towns of Rye and North Hampton are of C 
quality due to the discharge of inadequately treated

sewage from about 21 sources.” 


For your information, surface waters in New 
Hampshire are graded or classified as follows: 


“A” Of the highest quality ... acceptable for 
water supply uses after disinfection. 


“B-1 Of the second highest quality ... accept- 
able for bathing and other recreational uses, and for 
water supply after adequate treatment. 


“B-2” Of the second highest quality ... accept- 
able for recreational boating and fishing (but not 
for bathing) ... and after adequate treatment for 
water supply. 


“C” Of the third highest quality _.. acceptable for 
recreational boating. 


Reference is made to the booklet published by the 
New Hampshire Water Pollution Commission in 
November of 1963 for the exact wording of these 
classifications. The important point is that Classes 
B-2 and C do not include ‘“‘bathing’ in the list of ac- 
cepted uses. It should be noted that most of our 
bathing beach area, from the Button Rocks south, is 
classified as B-1, and is acceptable for bathing. 


In September of 1960 we passed an amendment to 
our Zoning Law, requiring the use of adequate septic 
tanks or other equally effective sewage disposal 
systems throughout our District. 


From the recent hearing on August 25, 1965, in 
the Rye Town Hall, and from talking with the Pro- 
ject Engineer, we have now learned: 


(1) That classification of all our waters under 
Class B-1 will probably take place at the next ses- 
sion of the Legislature in 1967. 
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(2) That soon thereafter, in all probability al! 
individual houses within our Village District will be 
required to have septic tanks, and will no longer be 
permitted to run the outflow from such tanks or, 
any sewage outflow, into Little River, any brook or 
open ditch, or the ocean. All sewer pipes now empty- 
ing into the ocean will undoubtedly then have to be 
discontinued. This will have the effect of requiring 
each household to dispose of its own sewage and 
waste within its own property by means of a leach- 
ing system or other approved disposal system. 

(3) Enforcement will not be by the Village Dis- 
trict or by Town, but by the State, with the use of 
injunctions if necessary. 

We therefore recommend that each house- 
hold review its sewage disposal system, and give 
serious thought to making the necessary changes to 
accomplish these desired results, so that all pollu-- 
tion of our waters will cease, and that we may 
achieve a B-1 rating for our whole area. 


II. SIDEWALKS: Each year a _ substantial 
portion of our budget is allocated to the care of our 
sidewalks. To aid us in evaluating this problem we 
present the following survey of our sidewalk Sys- 
tem:

Atlantic Avenue, Sea Road, and Ocean Boule- 
vard contain 72% of the dwellings and 80% of the 
total sidewalk system. Although Willow Ave., Chap- 
el Road, and Locke Road have relatively few side- 
walks, these roads are not heavily populated. We 
welcome suggestions as to desired future sidewalk 
construction. 


While our maintenance work has been continued 
as before, no work was done this year on repairing 
our cement and hot-top sidewalks (largely as a re- 
sult of a misunderstanding this spring with the man 
engaged to do this). It is planned to go on with this 
repair work this fall. 


I. STREET SIGNS: Following the action of 
the Town a year ago in assigning numbers to all 
houses within our District, the Commissioners have 
recently undertaken a program of erecting perman- 
ent street signs at all intersections. 


IV. PARKS AND COMMONS: The District 
Commissioners have made every effort this year to 
keep our bathing beach and roadside parking areas 
free of papers and other refuse. It has been neces- 
sary to have these areas picked up every day during 
the height of the season. The expense has therefore 
been greater than in any prior year. Logs and other 
large pieces of drift wood were removed from the 
bathing beach by a two-horse team. 


The past winter (1964-65) was noteworthy for the 
lack of any severe storm. The sand cover on the bath- 
ing beach continues excellent. The flower Garden at 
the Fish Houses has been maintained by the Garden 
Club and District as in the past. 


V. STREET LIGHTS: Our two 20,000-L 
lights at the bathing beach parking area have been 
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maintained for six months of the year, to supple- 
ment the Town’s lighting. 

VI. POLICE AND LIFEGUARD: With the in- 
crease in the Town’s Police appropriation, this year 
the District has paid only for its agreed half share 
of the lifeguard expense. 

The present lifeguard has preferred to use our 
surfboard rather than the heavy wooden lifeboat 
which has not been in use this summer. Articles have 
been inserted in our warrant to allow the Commis- 
sioners to sell this lifeboat and to replace it with 
either a fiberglass or aluminum lifeboat. It is sug- 
gested that an aluminum boat would be much lighter 
and could, in case of need, be launched by the life- 
guard without assistance. 

VII. MOSQUITO CONTROL: This summer 
two mosquito sprays with Malathion were tried, and 
three with Baytex. The last spray, prior to this 
printing, took place on August 13. It was found that 
the Malathion, because of its almost complete lack 
of residue, was ineffective after the first two or 
three days. The Baytex has a more lasting effective- 
ness, but does not completely eliminate the mos- 
quitoes. However, it is believed to be safer than

VI. ANNUAL MEETING: This year the An- 
nual Meeting will be held on Tuesday, September 7th 
at 8:00 p.m. in Robert Southworth’s garage at 19 
Atlantic Avenue. We hope that as many voters and 
property owners as possible will attend.
